The  introduction  of  a  measure  into  Con- 
gress for  the  impeachment  of  the  President 
has  excited  very  little  interest  and  attention 
simply  because  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion 
that  it  lias  no  chance  whatever  of  passing. 
The  government  has  an  easy  majority,  and 
we  doubt  very  much  whether  the  minority 
even  wish  to  undertake  so  difficult  a  task. 
It  will  serve  as  an  excuse  for  a  certain 
number  of  speeches  and  denunciations,  and 
there  the  matter  will  rest.  Few  will  dispute 
the  assertion,  we  think,  that  the  President 
has  repeatedly  broken  the  constitution  and 
has  done  illegal  things;  in  fact,  it  would 
be  most  difficult  to  show  just  where  the 
constitution  has  been  faithfully  observed. 
It  is  not  a  part  of  the  Brazilian  official's 
nature  and  training  to  give  reverence  and 
obedience  to  the  law,  even  though  it  be  the 
constitution,  when  it  better  suits  his  con- 
venience to  break  it.  And  if  held  to  ac- 
count, lie  never  lacks  for  excuses  and 
precedents  to  justify  his  action.  There  has 
probably  not  been  one  day  since  the  present 
constitution  was  adopted  when  some  one 
of  its  provisions  was  not  openly,  or  covertly, 
disregarded.  President  Floriano  has  done 
only  what  was  done  before  him,  what  his 
friends  advised,  and  what  his  opponents 
will  do  the  moment  they  come  into  power. 
His  idea  of  government  is  despotic  and 
monarchic,  just  as  it  is  with  the  great  mass 
of  his  countrymen.  Authority  is  not  im- 
personal with  him,  any  more  than  it  is  with 
his  chief  of  police,  or  with  the  colonel  of 
one  of  his  battalions,  lie  will  rule  wisely 
and  obey  the  constitution  when  it  suits  his 
purposes  to  do  so,  and  lie  will  do  exactly 
the  contrary  when  his  prejudices  and  in- 
terests lead  him  the  other  way.  And  so 
will  the  great  majority  of  those  who  desire 
to  usurp  his  place  ! 


As  for  Rio  Grande,  we  have  everything  to 
learn  and  nothing  to  impart.  Everything 
has  been  monotonously  quiet  the  past  week; 
even  the  literary  bureau  at  Porto  Alegre 
has  ceased  to  manufacture  victories.  The 
capture  of  a  thousand  or  more  horses  near 
Bage  by  Guniersindo  Saraiva  has  been  con- 
finned,  but  we  hear  nothing  more  o(  the 
struggle  where  Telles  was  supposed  to  have 
been  routed  with  the  loss  of  two  cannon 
and  large  quantities  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion. It  has  been  essentially  a  campaign 
of  lies  on  both  sides,  and  the  public  is 
beginning  to  doubt  everything  it  hears.  In 
all  probability  the  intense  cold  of  the  past 
few  days  has  paralysed  all  the  armies  in  the 
field  and  we  need  not  expect  further  news 
unless  Gumersindo  sees  fit  to  stir  up  the 
cause  a  little  by  one  of  his  dashes, 


The  measure  proposed  by  Deputy  Jacques 
Ourique  for  the  disbanding  of  all  irregular 
military  organizations  may  have  been  in- 
tended for  political  effect  and  as  a  sop  to 
the  false  pride  of  the  regular  military  men, 
but  there  is  more  in  it  than  that.  In  our 
opinion,  Congress  should  not  only  adopt 
such  a  measure,  but  it  should  supplement 
it  by  other  measures  of  like  character,  re- 
ducing the  armed  force  to  the  smallest 
number  possible,  abolishing  military  im- 
munities and  privileges,  closing  all  the 
military  and  naval  schools  except  one  in 
each  branch  of  the  service,  removing  the 
garrisons  from  the  cities,  and  prohibiting 
the  use  of  military  forces  for  civil  services, 
such  as  police  and  guard  duties.  Too  much 
prominence  lias  been  given  to  military 
service  in  this  country,  and  much  too  great  a 
power  has  been  given  to  the  men  employed 
in  it.  This  power,  as  die  whole  work! 
knows,  has  been  and  is  being  grossly 
abused  in  every  part  of  the  country.  In- 
stead of  being  honored  ami  respected,  the 
military  profession  is  generally  disliked  and 
feared.  The  officers  use  their  immunities 
and  power  for  selfish  ends  and  to  gratify 
their  love  for  dominating  others,  while  the 
rank  and  iile  use  it  lor  the  worst  of  pur- 
poses, even  to  that  of  assaults  on  persons 
and  property.  If  Brazil  is  ever  to  become 
a  republic,  it  must  be  through  the  intel- 
ligent exercise  of  civil  laws  and  processes. 
No  republic  was  ever  yet  created  by 
military  methods,  nor  ever  will  be.  Laws 
are  the  outcome  of  study  and  discussion, 
and  their  execution  should  be  lelt  in  the 
hands  of  men  chosen  by  the  people,  or  by 
methods  provided  for  in  the  laws  them- 
selves. To  entrust  either  the  making  ol 
laws  or  their  execution  to  an  officer  with  a 
battalion  of  armed  men  behind  him,  is  to 
invite  oppression  of  the  worst  character,  and 
the  result  here  will  be  no  different  than 
it  has  ever  been  elsewhere.  The  army  and 
navy  are  good  servants,  and  equally  bad 
masters.  They  are  not  trained  to  meth- 
ods best  suited  for  civil  administration, 
and  they  arc  impatient  of  the  opposition 
which  is  ever  present  and  even  most  ben- 
eficial in  all  re|>resentative  forms  of  gov- 
ernment. In  view  ofall  this,  Congress  will 
be  acting  most  wisely  in  enacting  laws 
which  shall  exclude  all  military  interference 
in  civil  affairs.  It  should  be  made  impos- 
sible for  any  military  oilicer  to  hold  a  civil 
office,  and  it  should  be  made  even  more 
impossible  for  a  military  officer  to  interfere 
in  civil  processes  or  with  the  authority  of 
a  civilian  official.  The  police  service  of 
the  country  should  be  placed  under  the 
control  of  civilian  and  judicial  authorities 
at  once,  and  the  employment  of  soldiers  for 
patrol  and  police  service  should  be  suspend- 
ed just  as  quickly  as  the  civilian  organiz- 
ation can  be  effected,  To  assist  in  these 
reforms  and  to  avoid  inevitable  conflicts 
between  soldiers  and  civilian  officers,  the 
garrisons  should  all  he  withdrawn  from  the 
cities,  except  the  few  men  required  for 
guarding  forts  and  arsenals,  There  can  be 
no  betier  way  to  strengthen  civil  govern- 
ment than  to  make  the  citizen  responsible 
for  the  protection  of  his  own  life  and  pro- 
perty, and  this  will  never  be  accomplished 
as  long  as  this  service  is  done  for  him  by 
military  force.  Let  us  have  the  semi-mil- 
itary organizations  abolished  of  course,  and 
then  let  us  have  the  full  military  organiz- 
ations restrained  to  their  proper  sphere  and 
duties. 


ACCORDING  to  our  latest  exchanges  from 
the  United  Slates,  the  indications  are  that 
not  only  will  the  reciprocity  treaties  made 
under  the  McKinley  tariff' act  be  terminated, 
but  thai  the  tariff  policy  of  the  government 
will  he  radically  changed  and  that  cofTee 
and  tea  will  be  placed  on  the  list  of  dutiable 
imports,  The  results  of  these  treaties  have 
been  most  disappointing,  for  they  have  not 
led  to  the  extensions  of  American  trade 
anticipated  by  the  promoters  of  the  reci- 
procity act.  In  respect  to  Brazil  the  result 
was  exactly  what  was  predicted  in  these 
columns  :  the  arrangement  was  wholly  in 
favor  of  Brazil,  as  may  be  seen  from  the 
extracts  taken  from  our  American  exchanges. 
The  value  of  Brazilian  exports  to  the  United 
States  has  almost  doubled  since  this  treaty 
went  into  effect,  while  die  importation  of 
American  goods  into  this  country  has  in- 
creased only  a  few  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  Brazil  lias  therefore  good  reason  for 
changing  the  opinion  so  frequently  expressed 
in  this  country  that  this  treaty  was  a  betrayal 
of  Brazilian  interests  and  an  obstacle  to 
Brazilian  industry;  she  should  wish  for 
a  continuance  of  an  arrangement  so  advan- 
tageous. ^  We  shall  therefore  await  the 
action  of  this  government  with  no  slight 
curiosity  to  see  what  reply  is  given  to  the 
request  of  the  United  States  lor  an  abro- 
gation of  the  treaty.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  whether  those  who  were  once  so  loud 
in  their  denunciations  of  the  American  reci- 
procity policy,  will  then  express  their 
gratification  at  the  termination  of  a  treaty  so 
disliked,  ami  yet  so  advantageous  to  this 
country.  It  will  be  a  peculiar  position  to 
he  placed  in,  but  we  trust  it  will  be  ac- 
cepted with  equanimity  and  satisfaction, 
For  our  own  pan,  we  shall  be  glad  to  see 
the  situation  terminated.  There  has  been 
no  reciprocity  about  it,  except  in  name; 
and  as  it  has  given  rise  to  so  much  com- 
plaint on  this  side,  it  should  be  amicably 
wiped  out  of  existence  without  a  protest 
from  cither  side.  As  for  the  future  tariff 
policy  of  the  United  States,  we  may  be  sure 
that  it  will  be  wholly  in  accordance  with 
die  views  so  frequently  expressed  in  Brazil 
— a  tariff  levied  for  tin;  necessary  revenue  it 
will  produce.  If  the  United  Stales  con- 
cludes to  levy  mi  import  duty  on  coffee,  it 
wi.l  be  doing  no  more  than  Great  Britain 
and  France  are  doing,  consequently  tl 
is  no  cause  for  complaint.  In  our  opinion 
it  is  much  better  to  tax  sugar,  coffee  and 
lea,  lhan  it  istotax  food-stuffs  and  clothing, 
and  to  this  our  Brazilian  contemporaries 
will  undoubtedly  assent.  It  may  be  neces- 
sary, however,  lor  the  planter  to  be  pre 
pared  for  a  slight  fall  in  price  on  this  side 
lor  the  prices  are  near  the  maximum  in  tin 
United  States,  but  this  can  easily  he  don. 
m  view  of  the  Luge  profits  realize,!.  Tin 
readjustments  necessity  to  these  changes 
will  easily  be  made  and  will,  in  our  opinion 
occasion  no  serious  loss  to  either  side.

The  state  of  affairs  prevailing  at  those  ports  has 
been  made  public  in  the  pages  of  the  Hoard  of 
Trade  Journal,  as  well  as  through  oilier  channels, 
and  shipowners  have  been  advised  not  to  accept 
charters  for  Santos,  especially  in  the  spring. 

The  congested  state  of  the  po.L  of  Suu.o,,  which 
prevents  vessels  clearing  except  after  great  delay, 
and  which  may  consequently  be  considered  as  one 
uf  the  principal  causes  uf  the  "treat  mortality  among 


the  crews,  has  formed  the  subject  of  repealed  repre- 
senlalious  to  the  [lraiiilinn  government,  while  other 
matters  connected  with  the  insanitary  condition  of 
the  harbour  and  the  danger  to  which  British  seamen 
are  exposed  there  have  not  been  neglected. 

A  report  (nun  Consul  I.yull  is  about  to  be  pub- 
ished,  in  which  you  will  find  a  description  of  ihe 
present  situation  m  Santos.  Yon  will  see  from  that 
report  1h.1t  ihe  municipality  have  built  two  new 
hospitals,  and  have  also  made  efforts  in  other 
directions  to  make  lha  state  of  the  town  less  unfa- 
vour.il.k-. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  the  consular  officers 
at  Ihe  above-mentioned  ports  are  not  medical  men, 
and  that  medical  men  are  not  included  in  the  staff 
if  the  consulates.

REi  '1PR0CITY  TREA  TIES. 

We  are  glad  ti>  learn  that  the  slate  department 
has  on  loot  an  investigation  into  the  workings  of 
the  various  reciprocity  agreements,  ,vu\  we  can 
well  believe  the  report  iluil  Secretary  Gresham  has 
already  found  that  there  is  a  good  deal  in  reciprocity 
that  is  not  reciprocal.  It  lias  long  been  known  to 
houses  doing  business  with  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico 
that  the  new  tariff  for  those  colonies  was  expressly 
designed  to  nullify  certain  advantages  which 
American  exporters  1  nought  they  were  to  enjoy 
under  the  treaty.  This  was  done  by  the  very 
simple  plan  ol  putting  such  enormous  duties  on 
some  articles  that  they  remained  practically  pro. 
liibitory,  and  left  the  monopoly  of  the  trade  with 
Spain  even  after  the  agreed  reduction  of  25  or  50 
percent,  had  been  made  on  American  imporiaiinus, 
Similar  methods  are  said  to  have  been  followed, 
though  to  a  less  extent,  in  Brazil.  But  it  is  clear 
that 'the  irealy  with  the  latter  country  has  been  a 
disastrous  failure,  judged  by  the  reasons  given  for 
negotiating  it  anil  the  results  which  it  was  asserted 
the  treaty  would  bring  about,  The  great  evil  of 
Our  Brazilian  trade,  according  to  the  republican 
oracles  of  iSrjo,  was  that  it  left  such  a  fearful 
balance  against  us— from  $50,000,0.10  to  $75,000,- 
000  yearly.  This  was  intolerable.  Bra.nl  must 
be  made  to  buy  more  goods  of  us  and  redress  this 
adverse  balance.  Under  the  treaty  this  wis  all  to 
be  changed.

— According  to  ihe  President's  message,  there 
were  93,550  immigrant  arrivals  in  Argentina  and 
55,oS2  departures  during  the  year  1892.  In  ihe 
first  three  months  of  the  current  year  there  were 
28,947  arrivals  and  15,500  departures. 

—  A  Montevideo  telegram  nf  the  26H1  says  ihe 
news  is  confirmed  that  Gninersindo  Saraiva  routed 
the  government  force  under  Col.  Elias  Amaro  at 
Quebradinho,  capturing  over  a  thousand  horses 
belonging  to  llie  army  under  Gen.  Silva  Telles.

Of  the 
patients  one  was  a  sailor,  another,  an  Englishman, 
was  one  of  the  steamer's  engineers,  and  the  rest, 
including  a  child  ol  15  months,  were  passengers. 
The  child,  two  passengers  (women)  and  Ihe  sailor 
have  died.  The  steamer  was  intended  for  cargo 
only  and  had  no  proper  accommodation  for  pas- 
sengers, though  57  were  taken  on  board  at  Rio 
and  29  at  Santos,  where  the  steamer  was  lying  for 
nine  days.  There  was  not  any  doctor  on  board.— 
Buenos  Aires  Ilerali. 

-—Things  are  coming  to  a  pretty  pass  in  Em 
Aires.  The  directors  of  a  bank  arc  actually  to  be 
prosecuted  for  fraud  !  What  an  unheard  of  bar- 
baiity.  Doubtless  this  arises  from  the  contamina- 
tion of  example  from  degenerate  Europe.  What  a 
falling  offfrom  the  simple  and  primitive  customs 
of  the  free  and  democratic  River  Plate,  hitherto  the 
happy  hunting  ground  of  swindling  financiers  and 
fraudulent  directors.  Why,  we  shall  next  be  hear- 
ing of  proceedings  being  instituted  against  ihe 
honorable  senators  and  deputies  who  assisted  in 
the  sacking  ol  ihe  National  Hank  of  Uruguay,  and 
alter  that  we  may  expect  the  millenium. — Monte- 
video Times.

towards  satisfaction  of  any  damages  ordered  to  he 
paid  by  him,  and,  subject  as  aforesaid,  the  money 
is  lo  be  divided  into  two  parts,  one  to  be  applied 
towards  ihe  expenses  of  ihe  convict's  maintenance 
and  the  other  lo  form  a  fund  lo  be  delivered  to  him 
011  bis  discharge.— Buenos  Aires  Hit  aid.

— The  municipal  chamber  of  Santos  has  passed  a 
motion  censuring  ihe  state  government  of  S.  Paulo 
for  employing  the  people's  money  in  aiding  Julio  de 
Castilhos. 

— The  S.  Paulo  masons  on  the  281I1  inst.  estab- 
lished an  organization  independent  of  that  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  and  Dr.  Martin  Francisco  was  chosen 
grand  master. 

— The  bill  on  the  police  force  in  discussion  in 
llie  Minas  legislature  fixes  the  number  ol  policemen 
at  3,000  and  appropriates  the  sum  of  2,900,000$ 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  force. 

—At  S.  Gabriel,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  on  the  26th 
tilt.,  a  soldier  of  llie  1S1I1  battalion  of  the  national 
guard  having  been  detailed  lo  attend  the  burial  of 
Ensign  Manoel  Seherer,  committed  suicide  by 
cutting  his  throat. 

—The  Diariodo  Rio  Clan  says  ihat  on  the  night 
of  the  25th  inst.  three  infants  died  of  cold  at  ai 
immigrant  camp  in  the  outskirts  of  Rio  Claro, 
Two  of  them  had  been  ill  for  some  time,  but  the 
olher  had  been  in  perfect  health. 

—Montevideo  telegrams  of  yesterday  state  that 
Ihere  is  no  news  from  the  belligerents  in  Rio 
Grande.  The  winter  seems  to  have  j  ilysed  both 
forces,  and  movements  are  said  to  be  much  impeded 
by  the  state  of  the  roads  and  swollen  rivers. 
Gumersindo  Saraiva  is  said  to  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Caudiota. 

—According  to  our  exchanges  the  following  state- 
ment of  military  operations  in  Rio  Grande  appeared 
in  the  Montevideo  newspapers  on  ihe  20th  inst,:  — 
"Dr.  Orlando  Fontoura,  a  distinguished  revolution- 
ary Rio-Grandense,  who  was  present  at  the  battle 
of  Inhanduhy,  and  at  the  encounter  at  Upamaroty 
as  an  adjutant  of  Salgado,  was  in  a  position  to  he 
able  to  give  an  exact  account  of  these  actions.  lie 
leelares  that  at  the  former  battle  the  revolutionists 
always  had  the  advantage,  their  opponents  being, 
al  one  lime,  almost  defeated,  with  cavalry  broken 
up,  and  infantry  in  badly  broken  lines,  but  that  a 
traitorous  report  was  spread  that  ihe  forces  of  Tel- 
les, were  only  one  league  distant,  and  then  the 
retreat  was  sounded,  the  men  always  retiring  in 
good  order.  At  the  encounter  at  Upamaroty  also, 
llie  revolutionists  showed  their  superiority  over  ihe 
Caslilhista  forces.  The  latter  battle  lacks  much 
however  ol  the  importance  of  the  former,  which 
was  a  veritable  pitched  battle.  Telles  wished  10 
close  the  passage  of  this  arroyo,  but  the  vanguard 
of  Tavares  opened  it,  with  little  loss  to  themselves, 
but  much  to  the  enemy.  In  the  actions  which 
followed  Upamaroty,  the  Doctor  knows  nothing,  as 
Ire  had  left  the  army,  but  be  believes  in  the  reports 
of  the  revolutionary  victory,  which  were  received." 


—Ofl  the  IIlll  inst.  Ihere  arrived  at  Victoria,

— Diocleciano  Martyr  claims  to  have  the  gallows 
on  which  Tiradentes  was  executed.  We  shall  not 
be  surprised  lo  hear  that  Diocletian  has  erected  the 
structure  in  a  public  edifice  on  Praia  da  Saudade. 

--Arislides  is  uncertain  as  to  what  may  yet  hap- 
pen to  this  unfortunate  country.  There  is,  in  our 
opinion,  no  uncertainty  whatever  about  it— at  least, 
)iig  as  such  men  an  Arislides  are  prominent  in 
the  misdirection  of  affairs. 

-On  last  Friday  Dr.  Vellnso  Riheiro,  director- 
general  of  the  department  of  justice,  was  attacked 
on  Kua  do  Ouvidor  by  an  attache  of  thai  depart- 
ment.  Bystanders  interfered  and  the  affair  ter- 
minated without  bloodshed. 

—A  negro  named  Ivo  was  captured  on  the  night 
of  Ihe  25U1  who  had  several  objects  in  his  posses- 
sion which  had  been  robbed  from  the  Guaratiba 
parish  church,  three  knives,  a  gun,  and  a  small 
sum  of  money.

— The  government  lit 
the  internment  of  Admii 
from  the  Argentine  gave 
been  raised  in  the  Senate 
mi  net.

—There  must  still  be  something  very  wrong 
with  Hie  sanitary  condition  of  this  ciiy.  Yellow 
fever  not  only  continues,  but  is  carrying  off  from 
3  to  6  victims  a  day.  Is  it  not  possible  10  have 
some  really  good  sanitary  expert  make  an  invesli- 
gallon  into  the  cause  of  this  mysterious  continuance 
of  (ever  so  far  into  the  cool  season  ? 

—The  Gazeta  de  Nolkias  of  Friday  says  that  011 
the  24U1  at  nightfall  some  300  Mannlicher  rifles 
with  ammunition  were  distributed  to  each  one  of 
the  infantry  corps  in  this  citv,  and  ihe  guard  of  the 
war  arsenal  was  reinforced  by  n  detachment  from 
the  Ilha  do  Boqneirao.  It  looks  as  though  the 
government  feared  an  insurrection. 

—The  old  story  of  Ihe  man  who  was  fined  for 
having  a  dog,  and  then  lor  not  having  a  dog,  was 
repented  on  the  271b  in  the  corporate  person  of  the 
gas  company,  which  was  lined  1,000$  for  having  too 
much  pressure  at  certain  points,  and  500$  for  too 
little  pressure  at  others.  There  is  evidently  some 
thing  wrong  with  the  fiscal  of  that  company. 

—By  a  decree  of  the  25th  was  removed  Ihe  disa- 
bibties  imposed  upon  Dr.  Joao  Nepomuceuo  Bap- 
tism, professor  of  physics  in  the  naval  school,  by 
virtue  of  the  decree  of  April  12th,  1892,  in  con- 
nection with  the  conspiracy  of  that  lime.  The 
government  has  been  very  slow  in  executing  the 
amnesty  act  of  the  last  session  of  Congress. 

-  The  report  of  the  wreck  of  the  Almirante 
Bartaso,  which  was  received  as  our  last  issue  was 
going  to  press,  unhappily  proved  true.  The  disas- 
ter occurred  near  Kasgarhib,  on  the  Arabian  coast, 
on  the  20th  inst.,  the  anniversary  of  the  loss  of  the 
Solimoes.  (July  one  life  was  lost,  that  of  an  en- 
gineer.  The  papers,  money,  etc.,  of  the  vessel 
were  saved. 

—The  question  of  incompatibility  puzzles  us. 
It  is  not  incompatible  for  a  general  in  the  army  to 
he  senator  from  a  state  and  President  of  (lie  re- 
public, all  three  at  the  same  time,  nor  is  it  incom- 
patible for  deputies  to  lie  governors  of  states,  etc. 
The  Senate  finds,  however,  that  it  is  incompatible 
for  Prefect  Harala  to  succeed  himself.  It  is  a 
puzzle,  surely  ! 

—We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  minister  of 
marine  has  given  orders  lor  the  completion  of  Ihe 
Almirante  Tnmandarc  \\\  the  shortest  timepussibh 
This  means,  we  presumed,  that  this  product  of  the 
national  shipbuilding  industry  will  be  ready  for  a 
commission  about  the  year  1896,  but  we  are  surpri- 
sed to  learn  that  it  means  only  three  months,  and 
that  the  new  cruiser  is  to  go  to  China, 

—On  Ihe  26th  Dr.  Dins  Feneira  entered  upon 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  interim  prefect  of  the 
city.  One  of  his  first  ncis  was  to  order  that  all 
applications  for  continuation  of  license  should  be 
received.  This  branch  of  municipal  administration 
had  become  so  blocked  that  a  great  part  of  the 
business  establishments  are  working  without 
licenses,  being  unable  to  secure  them  from  the 
municipality. 

—  We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
authorities  to  (be  case  of  the  Portuguese  steamer 
Alice,  now  quarantined  at  Buenos  Aires  because  ol 
yellow  fever.  This  steamer  had  no  proper  accom- 
modations for  passengers,  and  no  doctor,  and  yet 
she  received  86  passengers  (31'd-class,  apparently) 
at  this  port  and  Santos.  Is  it  advisible  to  permit 
such  an  abuse?  Is  there  no  port  inspection  for 
the  prevention  of  such  occurrences? 

— There  wasn  disastrous  fire  in  the  prin ting  offices 
of  the  Coinpanhia  Editora  Fluminense,  No.  29 
Rua  Nova  do  Ouvidor,  Inst  evening,  which  com 
plelely  destroyed  the  establishment  and  caused  con 
siderable  damage  to  Nos.  56  and  58  Rua  dos  Ouri 
ves,  which  adjoined  it  at  the  rear.  The  fire  broke 
out  at  7  o'clock,  about  an  hour  after  the  place  had 
had  been  closed  for  the  day.  It  is  said  that  the 
company's  books  are  secure,  but  there  seems  to  be 
some  mystery  about  it. 

—In  discussing  some  of  the  excellent  consular 
appointments  by  the  new  administration,  the 
Wasbingion  correspondent  of  the  New  York  Com- 
mercial Bulletin  (April  13th;  gives  the  following 
complimentary  allusion  to  the  new  appointee  for 
this  city  :— "  Another  appointment  which  is  highly 
commended  by  the  business  men  is  that  of  Mr. 
William  T.  Townes  as  consul-general  at  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  Mr.  Townes  did  not  seek  the  place  with 
strong  political  backing,  but  relied  upon  his  repu- 
tation as  a  business  man  and  the  knowledge  of  the 
people  and  the  language  which  lie  had  acquired  by 
frequent  visits  to  South  America." 

—A  conflict  has  apparently  arisen  between  the 
Bishop  of  this  diocese  and  the  Vatican.  According 
to  the  Jama  I  of  this  morning  the  Bishop  recenily 
came  into  conflict  with  parlies  favored  by  the  papal 
nuncio  and,  in  reply  to  an  intimation  of  removal  to 
another  diocese,  advised  the  Vatican  that  he  should 
consider  such  removal  as  an  acceptance  of  his 
resignation.  On  the  27th  a  telegram  from  Koine 
accepts  his  resignation  and  raises  this  diocese  to 
an  archbishopric.  The  Vatican  has  appointed  the 
Bishop  of  COinda  to  the  vacant  see,  ihe  retiring 
Bishop  going  to  Sao  Paulo.  This  acliun  has  caused 
considerable  indignation  and  may  create  no  slight 
trouble  in  the  Church. 

—We  hear  it  said  that  a  reward  will  soon  be 
offered  for  discovery  of  the  minister  of  war.  It  is 
feared  that  the  enemy  has  captured  him, 

— It  is  certainly  a  very  bad  outlook  for  the  future 
if  the  Senate  is  unable  to  find  any  oilier  reason  than.

—For  foreign  telegraphic  service  Brazil  has  been 
divided  into  two  zones— north  and  south  from  this 
cily.  Minas,  Sao  Paulo,  Goyaz  and  Matto  Grosso 
ate  included  '"  the  southern  zone.  The  tax  to  and 
from  interior  stations  for  foreign  telegrams  is  400 
reis  per  word  in  each  zone,  or  600  reis  when  the 
message  traverses  two  zones.  A  tax  of  200  reis 
per  word  is  levied  on  messages  "  via  Western  and 
Brazilian." 

—At  a  meeting  of  shareholders  of  the  Cnmpanliia 
Marques  Limilada  on  the  1S1I1  inst.  il  ,-as  decided 
to  liquidate  the  company,  transferring  its  asseis  to 
Mr.  J.  II.  Lowndes  for  the  sum  of  224,350$,  lo 
be  paid  in  instalments,  one  at  the  end  of  4  months 
and  the  other  at  the  end  of  S  months,  with  interest 
at  the  rote  of  8%  per  annum.  Mr.  Lowndes 
assumes  [he  company's  liabilities  as  per  balance- 
sheet  presented  at  the  meeting. 

—The  Jornaldo  Commercio  ol  this  morning  con- 
tains a  sharp  criticism  on  the  bill  now  before  ihe 
Senate  fftr  certain  improvements  in  this  port  pro- 
j'ected  by  Mr.  Melville  Horn.  The  Jomal  says 
that  the  works  at  the  Ilha  das  Enxadas  and  the 
bridge  connecting  ihetn  with  the  mainland  will  be 
a  serious  obstruction  to  the  harbor,  and  that  the 
project  is  being  pushed  through  Congress  without 
due  study.  The  Jomal  also  calls  attention  to  Ihe 
readiness  with  which  this  concession  is  being  gran- 
ted to  a  foreigner  who  only  recently  came  here 
from  the  River  Plate,  and  about  whose  professional 
and  personal  character  no  inquiry  has  been  made. 
—We  see  by  our  New  York  exchanges  that 
reports  are  current  of  another  great  rubber  syndi- 
cate under  the  direction  of  Barao  de  Gondoriz  of 
Para.  It  is  said  that  this  gentleman,  who  has  tried 
to  "corner"  the  rubber  market  twice  before  with- 
out success,  has  secured  the  co-operation  of  some 
of  ihe  largest  dealers  in  Parii  and  will  be  hacked 
by  a  well-known  banking  firm  of  London.  As 
nearly  all  of  the  rubber  manufacturers  of  the 
United  States  are  now  united  in  a  "  trust,"  repre- 
senting almost  unlimited  capital,  the  fight  will  be 
both  lively  and  interesting,  particularly  as  the 
"trust"  has  an  independent  source  of  supply 
through  Charles  R.  Flint,  one  of  ils  most  active 
members,  who  buys  direct  from  the  collectors  on 
the  Amazon, 

—Our  exports  of  cotton  goods  to  Brazil  during 
the  eight  months  ending  February  amounted  to 
10,675,000  yards  in  1893,  against  4,860,000  yards 
for  the  same  period  of  1802.  This  was  a  most 
flattering  increase,  and  was  quickly  siezed  upon  by 
the  ,  Ivocates  of  reciprocity  as  evidence  ol  the 
advantages  of  that  method  of  promoting  trade. 
Tlie  British  board  of  trade  returns  recently  issued 
show  that  the  exports  of  cotion  goods  to  Brazil 
from  Great  Britain  during  only  the  three  months 
ending  March  31st  were  62,796,000  yards  compared 
with  42,603,000  yards  the  same  time  last  year.  In 
other  words,  the  takings  Irom  Great  Britain  in- 
creased 20,000,000  yards  in  three  months,  while 
those  from  the  United  States  increased  scarcely
